Dear President Falconer,-- 

As you know, I have much at heart a plan for a sys- 
tem of exchange professorships between Canada and Australia. I 
feel sure that now, if ever, is the time to launch such a scheme, 
and have therefore drawn up an outline of a proposal which would 
I think be feasible to operate at very small expense. 

Having drawn up the outline, a copy of which I en- 
close, I am now somewhat at a loss as to the proper method of in- 
troducing it for consideration, and I am submitting it to you, in 
the first place for your opinion as to its advisability and feasib- 
ility, and in the second place to ask your advice as to the proper 
way to proceed further in the matter. 

I had thought that the subject might most approp- 
riately be dealt with by the committee on Special Lectures, and that 
any conclusion which they might reach might be submitted by them 
through you in the form of a memorial to the Board of Governors. 

You will, however, be better able to judge of this matter than I 
ame 

I should perhaps mention that I have spoken of this mat- 
ter informally with several members of the faculty, who have all 
viewed it favourably, and I am acquainted with several men in Aus- 
tralia, notably Professor Laby of Melbourne University, who are,

Dear Sir Douglas,- 

I have been deputed by President Sir hobert Falconer and 
the "Committee on Speciel Lectures" of the University of Toronto to 
ask you, if you should chance to be returning to Austrelia via Canada 
in the coming months, whether you would be so good as to pause here 
long enough to deliver a publie lecture under the auspices of the 
University on any subject which may seem best to you. 

I am also instructed to ask you whether you would be good 
enough to furnish us with the names and addresses of any other dis- 
tinguished Australians who may possibly chance to be traversing 
Canada during the next few months in order that we may extend a like 
invitation to them. 

We feel that at this time every effort should be made to 
bind the self-governing dominions, and especially Austrelia end 
Canada more closely together, to arouse mutual interest in and un-

derstanding of each other's affairs and to facilitate co-operation 
in every possible direction. These ends can be furthered, we think, 
by acquaintance of the public here with the work and aims of dis- 
tinguished Australians. On ordinary occasions the great distance of 
the two Dominions from one another forms avery serious obstacle to 
this plan, but just at present when we may anticipate the passage of 
a number of Australians through Canada on their way home, a favour- 
able opportunity for initiating the scheme would seem to have pre- 


sented itself. I can assure you that your co-operation with the

University of Toronto in this matter would be very deeply apprec- 
iated. 

If you could suggest any other method of getting in touch 
with the representative Australians and New Zealanders and particu- 
larly with Australian and New Zealand University men in Europe just 
now, who may be expected to be returning home before long, we should 
be very glad of the information. We are especially anxious to know 
whether Professor Baldwin Spencer is still in Kurope, as I uwnder- 
stand he was some time ago, and, if he is in Hurope, what addres 
would find him. ?erhaps some means of ascertaining this may suggest 
itself to you. 

My wife and I hope, if you do come this way, that you will 
stay with us while you are in Toronto.

PROPOSAL FOR A SYSTEM OF EXCHANGE

PROFESSORSHIPS BETWEEN CANADA AND AUSTRALIA. 


In view of the extreme importance during the forthcoming 
period of reconstruction of the closest possible cooperation and 
mutual understanding between the self-governing dominions of the 
Empire, it would appear to be very advisable at the present junc- 
ture to initiate measures looking towards an ultimate exchange and 
circulation of learning and information throughout the self- 
governing dominions by means of a system of exchange-professorships 
resembling that which obtained between the United States and Ger- 
many prior to the war. 

The plan which I would propose may be summarized as fol- 
lows:~= 

1. That Canada and Australia, being the two self- 
governing Dominions which most elosely resemble one another in out- 
look and in the development of learning would be the most approp- 
riate Dominions to initiate the proposed system. 

2. That the University of Toronto should officially in- 
vite selected Universities in Canada, for example McGill, Winnipeg 
and Vancouver, and the three leading Universities in Australia, 
namely Sydney, Melbourne and Adelaide, to cooperate with us in 
carrying out the proposal. 

3. That each of the participating Universities should 
undertake, when its turn comes, to nominate an Exchange Professor, 
giving him leave of absence on full pay for the period of a year, 
beginning about August 15th. in Australia, and about Jan. 15th. in 
Canada, thus permitting the Australian Exchange-Professor to arrive 


in Canada on or about Oct. 1lst., and the Canadian Exchange-Professor

to arrive in Australia on or about March lst. in each year. 

4. That furthermore each participating University should 
agree to furnish the exchange Professor with a liberal allowance, 
say $1,500 or 3800 for travelling expenses. 

5. If three Universities in Australia were to particip- 
ate in the scheme, each University would furnish an exchange once 
every three years, and. the average annual expense to each Univer- 
sity would be about 100 plus the cost of paying salaries to any 
substitute teachers which might be rendered necessary by the ab- 
sence of the professor. If four Canadian Universities were to par- 
ticipate, the annual cost would be proportionately less. 

6. The Exchange Professor from Australia would become 
a member of the faculty for the space of one academic year of the 
Canadian University which had that year furnished an exchange to 
Australia. Similarly the Exchange Professor from Canada would be- 
come a member of the faculty of the Australian University which 
had that year furnished the Exchange to Canada. 

7. No attempt would be made, however, to exchange Pro- 
fessors of corresponding subjects. Sach University would be free 
to nominate, in its turn, that member of its staff which it con- 
sidered to be its most appropriate representative. 

8. The visiting professor would be required to offer a 
course of lectures on the particular field of research or learning 
in which he is most interested, and the visited University would 
be expected to make the necessary arrangements to enable students 
who may be interested in the visiting professor's specialty to at- 
tend his lectures and to pass examinatioxis in the subject thereof,
